Making history in Prince Albert

Angora Goats were introduced to 
South Africa back in 1838 when 
Col Henderson brought a consignment of 
twelve kapaters (infertile rams) and one 
pregnant ewe over from Turkey. The ewe 
gave birth to a healthy ram kid during the 
voyage and together they formed the 
foundation of the Angora goat and mo- 
hair industry in South Africa. 

Today South Africa produces more than 
60% of the world's mohair with an an- 
nual average commercial production of 
about 3,2 million kg. We're acknowl- 
edged as the most reliable source of mo- 
hair in the world known for our top qual- 
ity clip and breeding stock. 

The van Hasselt stud, Gannahoek Ango- 
ras stud no. 101 (the first to be registered 
in SA), originated from that Turkish ewe 
and her kid. The late Clive van Hasselt 
always dreamt of holding an Angora 
production sale in Prince Albert. And on 
15 March 2012 his wife, Gay, realised 
that dream for him... with all of Mohair's 
glitterati there to witness the historic 
event. Some turned up to sell their sur- 



plus stock of breeding ewes, kapaters, 
kids and rams. Others came with bank 
guaranteed cheques. And still others 
came simply to share in the unique cama- 
raderie of the occasion. 

It kicked off in typical Karoo style with 
mouth-watering spit-roasted lamb, fabu- 
lous salads and plenty of bread and apri- 
cot jam. Rowan Swinnerton, retired 
buyer of mohair for SA Mohair Industries 
Limited (SAMIL), was the first guest 
speaker. "Capacity exceeds production." 
He said. And this needed to be addressed 
as a matter of urgency. "Don't let's lose 
out to China!" he urged. 

Mohair is a fashion-fibre and stocks need 
to be maintained. There are only two 
major mohair mills in South Africa (both 
in Port Elizabeth) and it takes about four 
million kilograms of mohair to keep just 
one mill operational. So improving the 
breeding stock, and increasing output was 
of prime importance to the future of mo- 
hair. Or it would see a comeback from 
China with mohair fit only for carpets 
and curtains and not, as it should be, fit 




for the catwalks of Paris. 

The question of why production had 
dropped so quickly was hotly debated. 
Vermin, labour, competition from Merino 
and the fact that there were easier ways to 
make a living were put forward. 

Van Hasselt said that Angora farmers 
needed to be more positive about Angoras. 
Angoras, she said, have proved to be con- 
sistent over the years and have beaten all 
small stock breeds in terms of profitability. 
After 30 years a Merino is temporarily 
more profitable, but with meat prices 
already dropping this could change over- 
night, she warned. "Often what is missed 
in terms of unit profitability is that you can 
run 1.5 goats for every one Merino. It's 
about time Angora farmers started talking 
their animals up, rather than down... man- 
aging Angoras isn't the nightmare that goat 
farmers make it out to be." 

Rothner Bekker of the South African Mo- 
hair Grower's Association suggested that 
farmers who were running a flock of 500 
or so Angoras might as well bump it up to 
2 000 saying, "...it's not going to be much 
more work." (Which, although never hav- 
ing kept flocks myself, I found a little hard 
to believe.) 

Denys Hobson, CEO of Cape Mohair, said 
that prior to 1991 one channel marketing 
was still operational and buyers were ef- 
fectively controlled by a monopoly through 
a quota system. This was broken with the 
formation of SA Mohair International, 
which was 50% owned by the producers. 
As a result there was fair competition

An industry that 
provides jobs and sustains livelihoods. 
What all of us who live, work and govern 
here urgently need is a 'Save the Swart- 
berg Pass' campaign to convince the 
Western Cape Government and the heri- 
tage authorities that the professional repair 
and restoration of the Pass is needed now, 
before it's too late.

In some homes where death has occurred, 
those in the house stop all the clocks as a 
sign that they are in mourning. There will 
come a day when our ticker will stop, it 
may be this year or twenty years from 
now, but it will come and then time for us 
will be no more. Are we ready for that 
day?

Not the way to go 



A quick Internet search under 
'Swartberg Pass' yields more than 
190 000 entries. Phrases such as 
"engineering feat", "spectacular scenery", 
"astonishing geology" and many more are 
typical in describing the pass. 

However, it is fast becoming common- 
place to hear visitors and residents com- 
ment on the state of the Pass - in very 
unfavourable terms. In the same breath 
mention will be made of the good condi- 



tion of the pass on the "Oudtshoorn-side". 
Prince Albert, as a tourism destination, 
has to maintain and nurture its attractions 
for reasons known to all. As a registered 
Western Cape tour guide I frequently 
travel to Die Hel - whether taking tourists 
on a 7-hour day tour, sightseeing or assist- 
ing cyclists up and down the Pass. 

I personally believe that our beloved 
Swartberg Pass is in a complete state of 
disrepair; the worst I have seen it in nine 
years. There are stretches where the road 
surface is no more than bare rock and am- 
ple evidence of rain damage left unat- 
tended, something I noticed some 12 
months ago. 

The magnificent century-old dry stone- 
walls are collapsing, despite the District 
Municipality's unskilled attempts at main- 
taining them (e.g. merely replacing 
smaller stones on top of the old stones). 
Even baboons jumping on and over the 
walls play a part in dislodging the walls. 
During a morning cycle I personally wit- 
nessed a hiker replacing stones at the en- 
trance to the pass. 

Deteriorating hiking trails have been ne- 
glected and it appears that the quick fix 
and easy way out is simply to close them 
down. 

As a tour guide and a Prince Albert resi- 
dent I speak on behalf of all residents and 
urge the relevant authorities to apply 
themselves and give the Swartberg Pass 
the attention it deserves. Our Pass in its 
current state is certainly not the way to 
attract visitors to Prince Albert.

Golf Course Development 

Will Perpetuate Town's 

Apartheid Legacy 

The proposed golf course develop- 
ment at Volstruisvlei (February/ 
March 2012) raises two issues that need 
addressing, write Sue Milton-Dean and 
Richard Dean. These are the golf course 
development itself and the proposed 'gap 
housing' on the current golf course. 

Looking at the second point first, we are 
astonished that the present golf course 
should even be considered for develop- 
ment. For one thing, this will make the 
village even more linear than it is (ideally, 
villages and towns should be roughly 
circular, because this makes the delivery 
of services such as garbage collection 
more efficient and cost-effective in terms 
of fuel use). 

There are two sites that would serve any 
gap development project: the open space 
on the corner of Mark St and Margarieta 
Prinsloo St, and the open land between 
the hospital and the quarry. Both sites are 
closer to reservoirs for the supply of wa- 
ter, and are within, or almost within the 
electricity supply grid of the village. Both 
are in easy reach of the shops and busi- 
ness centres of the village. The develop- 
ment of the current golf course for hous- 
ing would require some expensive civil 
engineering for services. Furthermore the 
east side of the development is on a dusty, 
busy gravel road that carries more traffic 
than the road to Prince Albert Road. The 
site is also a frequent recipient of garbage 
(plastic bags) and smoke blown from the 
landfill by easterly winds, and of odours 
from the nearby sewage works. Its posi- 
tion would tend to perpetuate the apart- 
heid spatial legacy, rather than integrating 
the community. Far more suitable sites for 
gap housing would be the vacant land 
lying between North and South ends.

The proposed golf course estate on Vol- 
struisvlei is an up-market development 
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aimed, we suspect, largely at absentee 
owners and retirees. Concerns around this 
proposal include (1) the high likelihood of 
development failure, (2) the high cost to 
the municipality (i.e. rate payers) of re- 
mote service provision, (3) the commit- 
ment to water provision on the golf estate 
(domestic and gardens) that may well not 
be sustainable, (4) the undesirable change 
in community structure toward domi- 
nance by absentee householders, and (5) 
undermining of existing small businesses 
(supermarket, restaurants) by the pro- 
posed 1400 m 2 business centre. 

Moreover, Prince Albert has a sad history 
of developments that have never been 
successfully completed, for example, the 
Waterkop country estate, the Luttig Circle 
and the De Queekvaleij development off 
Jan Louw St. There are also shelved pro- 
posals for developments that have never 
even been initiated. The "Kweekvallei" 
retirement village and the security hous- 
ing on the old market square between 
Mark and Nuwe Streets. 

There are currently 31 relatively expen- 
sive properties advertised for sale in the 



last issue of the Prince Albert Friend (there 
may be some overlap, some of the houses 
may be the same in more than one advert), 
and we know of properties for sale that are 
not in any of the advertisements. One can 
only assume that the supply of upmarket 
property in the village has already exceeded 
demand. 

An example of high service costs incurred 
by the Municipality from an incomplete 
development is that of Waterkop. This low- 
density housing development thus far has 
only three completed houses. However the 
roads, water, electricity and waste removal 
services need to be provided to these prop- 
erties by the Municipality. 

We presume that the proposed houses (175 
free-standing residences) on the golf estate 
will have purified domestic water and be 
surrounded by gardens or landscaping. As- 
suming that the greens will be watered with 
recycled sewage effluent, the expectation is 
nevertheless that the water sourced from the 
surface and bed of the Dorpsrivier will be 
sufficient to support an additional 175 up- 
market households throughout the year, or 
at the very least for part of the year. This is 



surprising given that water restrictions are 
imposed on the village approximately 
three months of every 24 months. 

The proposed new business centre, apart 
from lacking sustainability, is likely to 
draw business away from restaurants and 
shops in the village centre, weakening 
their already marginal and seasonal turn- 
over. A golf course estate targeting the 
holiday and retirement market will bring 
about undesirable change in community 
structure toward dominance by absentee 
householders. Such householders pur- 
chase limited services, retain few employ- 
ees, bring all their groceries with them 
and give little back to the village in terms 
of involvement in community decision- 
making and social interaction. We already 
have more than our fair share of absentee 
owners - the village needs residents, not 
nomads

Autumn is an ideal stargazing time 
because early in the evening you 
get the last glimpse of the Summer and 
the Autumn Constellations and also a 
preview of the rich Winter Constellations 
later at night. As the hunter Orion pre- 
pares to leave the skies in the west to- 
gether with his dogs Canis Major and 
Canis Minor we have to say good bye to 
some splendid sights like the Orion neb- 
ula, the huge red giant, Betelgeuse, and 
the brightest star, Sirius. The two bright 
stars of the Gemini twins, Pollux & Cas- 
tor, are high up in the north, early in the 
evening. 

In April, which is the dominant autumn 
constellation, Leo moves into prime ob- 
servation position at the zenith but it has 
to be imagined as a lazy lion lying on its 
back. To the east of Regulus, the main 
star in Leo, we find a bright red "star" 
which is actually Mars. In retrograde 
motion Mars will come closer to Regulus 
by the middle of the month and then 
move towards Virgo again. In the Virgo 
constellation some distance east of the 
bright Spica you see beautifully-ringed 
Saturn that is also moving closer towards 
Spica so that by the middle of the month 
you should find two star-planet pairs. 

Later at night the distinct constellation of 
the Scorpion indicates that winter is not 
far away while Jupiter leaves the evening 
sky. April is also the best month to ob- 
serve Venus. Full Moon is on the 6 th and 
New Moon on 21 st of April. 

Looking south we find the gems of the 



southern sky, the crosses and the Magel- 
lan Clouds. As any Boy Scout will tell 
you, the two bright Pointers point to the 
Southern Cross which is the smallest but 
the brightest of the 88 constellations. 
Nearby, Diamond Cross does not have 
such markers while the False Cross has 
"False Pointers" on the false side and will 
lead you in the false direction if you use 
it for orientation. The long axis of Crux 
points in the direction of the South Pole 
and extended further beyond the Pole 
leads to the Small Magellan Cloud. An 
extension of the long axis of the Dia- 
mond Cross will lead you to the Large 
Magellan Cloud close by. On a dark 
night, the Coalsack, next to the Southern 
Cross, and Magellan Clouds are beautiful 
to the naked eye but a pair of binoculars 
will help you see some fascinating de- 
tails. 

The NASA space telescope Kepler can 
detect very faint changes in the bright- 
ness of stars and has discovered over 240 
earth-like planets in the 16 months since 
it was launched. Forty-six of these plan- 
ets are in the habitable or "Goldilocks" 
zone, which means at a distance from 
their star where water might exist on the 
planets. Only 10 of these planets are 
about the size of the earth. 

Love and protect our Earth - it is the only 
planet with chocolate! Keep the stars in 
your eyes!

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Brett the Vet: Cocktail Hour 



All living beings on earth are indige- 
nous to this planet, as far as we 
know. Despite the prevalence of simpler 
versions, a popular scientific theory 
maintains that plant and animal species 
evolved selectively, adapting to their 
environments and occupying niches 
within ecosystems. Most species are area 
specific, but over time some plants and 
animals were able to move from one part 
of the planet to another. Migrating birds, 
insects, fish, and mammals naturally es- 
tablished themselves elsewhere as either 
temporary or permanent residents. They 
inevitably brought plant seeds that grew. 
Plants also moved abroad by wind or 
water. 

Over the past few centuries, however, 
humans greatly advanced their mobility, 
and also redistributed many species, 
sometimes actively promoting an interna- 
tional pervading presence that also 
thrives on foreign soil. Many introduced 
species have proliferated chaotically, 
disrupting the balance of fragile ecosys- 
tems. Recently we have become aware of 



the ensuing havoc, spurring human 
counter measures to alleviate specific 
disasters. The backlash has unleashed a 
rather absurd intellectual obsession with 
'indigenous species' and a reactive xeno- 
phobia. And this is a contentious point 
because many people voice specific and 
often irrational ideas about nurturing 
what is acceptable and what is not. The 
fact that we even consider this relevance 
is peculiar to our often specious species 
for our decisions emanate from extremely 
limited insight into life on earth. 

Locally it is advocated that certain plant 
and animals species be exterminated 
when they flourish in already dysfunc- 
tional ecosystems even though it is virtu- 
ally impossible to achieve this in many 
cases. So blue gums, pine and oak be- 
come loathed and destroyed even in areas 
where they pose no danger of spreading 
naturally. And yet it is unquestionably 
accepted to destroy vast areas of virgin 
Karoo (including rare species) in order to 
plant olives, peaches, apricots, plums; 
grape vines; lucerne; grazing; oats; and 



vegetables, none of which originate in our 
country. Overpopulating and destroying 
the landscape with unsuitable domesticated 
animals like sheep, goats, cattle, and os- 
triches is also deemed necessary ostensibly 
for food security but in reality for profit 
and pleasure. While naturally occurring 
resident species such as baboon, jackal, 
leopard, lynx, otter, porcupine, tortoises, 
snakes, antelope, birds, and insects are 
mercilessly annihilated for the same rea- 
sons. Even native people who once lived 
lightly and happily have been lured into 
enduring a semblance of the destructive 
exotic model of existence. 

Those who actively support the perpetua- 
tion of acceptable aliens often denounce 
other exotic trees, plants, and animals. 
Plants that may thrive in this environment 
significantly enhancing it by providing 
shade, beauty, food and home for wildlife, 
oxygen, and moisture are senselessly de- 
stroyed. Paradoxically it is the indigenous 
domestic animal varieties that are hardy, 
disease resistant, and adaptable such as

among the buyers. Hobson stressed that 
it was imperative for major buyers to 
compete with the smaller ones. That's 
why production is so important, because 
both major buyers have to keep their 
plants operational. 

Then there was Anle Marais from Mo- 
hair South Africa. Passionate about mo- 
hair, marketing and fashion her focus 
was the end product. "Natural fibres are 
the way of the future," she said. Green 
living as opposed to the 'China syn- 
drome' would drive future business she 
felt, adding, "Knitters are looking for 
mohair!" 

Both Sarie and Fair Lady magazines had 
run articles on mohair recently. Kelly 
Esterhuyse who had won the Elle Young 
Designer award was mad about mohair. 
As was Marie Claire Maison. Students 
were in South Africa to be "mohairised" 
and American style-guru, Martha Stew- 
art, was featured on the cover of 
VOGUEknitting talking about her life- 
long passion for knitting. 

Next day I chatted with Andre van Zyl, 
CMW auctioneer who had come from 



Colesburg to run the auction for van Has- 
selt and guest sellers. He'd been walking 
the kraals, looking at the goats and get- 
ting up close with his market. He told me, 
"The goats are beautiful and I'm looking 
forward to a successful sale. There are 
top quality Angoras up for sale... good 
for farmers and the industry." 

After the bell rang for the start of the 
auction, Van Zyl welcomed everyone and 
handed over to "Tannie Gay" to say a 
few words. "Vandag maak oris, as 'n 
familie, geskiedenis, " she began, "this 
was always Clive's dream to have a pro- 
duction sale... and it's something that I 
strive to do: to realise his dreams."

Fourteen years ago, when I had been 
living in Prince Albert for just one 
month, there was a knock at the front 
door. Two ladies, dressed in their Sun- 
day best were standing on the verandah. 
"Have you finished your supper?" one 
asked. "Yes." I answered, thinking this 
rather a strange question. "Well our 
brother told us we really shouldn't do 
this, but we used to live in your house 
and may we come in and have a look 
round?" 

The ladies were Margriet Louw and 
Hannah Jonker, both members of the 
Steyl family, whose parents had once 
owned our Markstraat house. We en- 
joyed their visit. They looked into the 
bedrooms and said: "Ja, dit was pa en 
ma se kamer, en ons het in hierdie slaap- 
kamer, net die ander kant van die gang, 
geslaap." They showed us where the 
kitchen stove had been - sadly the chim- 
ney was long gone, told us where the 
bathroom had been and confirmed that 
indeed, the toolshed in the garden had 
been the kleinhuisie. "Al reen dit, al 
hael dit, dit was dit!" 

Their father Hans Lodewyk Steyl had 
planted several of the vines and the 
guava and fig trees, which still grace our 
garden. We shared a cup of tea and lots 
of happy memories. We later visited 
Margriet and Hannah in Ceres and were 
able to take them bottled fruit from their 
dad's trees. I also got to know their 
brother, Oom Antonie Steyl, who was a 
resident at Huis Kweekvallei and who 
shared some of his stories with me. He 
spoke about the Gamkaskloof farmers 
bringing dried fruit to trade with the 
local shops and about his tobacco fac- 
tory in the village. He used to buy a 
forty-four gallon drum of Vaseline and 
the ladies who worked there would dip 
their hands into the drum before rolled 
the leaves into chewing tobacco. He 
related how his father had become very 
deaf in his old age and how, when he 
was listening to a particularly popular 
radio serial in a room at the back of the 
house, a crowd of young children from 
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Dr Isak Steyl and his wife during their recent visit

the neighbourhood would gather on the 
front step to listen, the radio was so loud - 
heaven help them if they were caught! 

Hans Lodewyk Steyl had seen active ser- 
vice during the Anglo-Boer War, joining 
Gideon Scheeper's commando at Mid- 
delkraal, near Willowmore. In Taffy and 
David Shearing's book about Gideon 
Scheepers they mention that Hans told his 
children how hard the life of a commando 
had been: "Riding with Scheepers was 
ghastly, most of the time you sucked mud 
for water." They had to grab raw meat 
from the fire to eat when British troops 
came too close. In his old age Hans and 
his friend Hermanus van der Westhuizen 
went to see the local magistrate to apply 
for a pension. They were asked when they 
had first met and Hermanus replied, 
"When we first learnt to shoot khakis un- 
der Commandant Scheepers." They got 
their pensions. 

A couple of weeks ago we heard a knock 
at the front door. I opened it to see a gen- 
tleman with unmistakable features: "You 
must be one of the Steyl family." I said. 
Indeed he was, Hans' youngest son, Isak 
and his wife had come to see if perhaps 
they might have a look at the house where 
his parents had lived. Isak was amazed to 
hear about his sisters' similar request al- 
most exactly fourteen years earlier. 

The house has changed a little since that 
visit, but his old bedroom was familiar 
and pa's vines and trees still bear fruit. 



Isak told us about the wonderful vegeta- 
ble garden his father had cultivated. 

Like father like son: Dr Isak Steyl is a 
very determined man. He retired in 1995 
as Vice-Chancellor and Principal of the 
Vaal University of Technology. When 
he started work at what was then the 
Vaal Technikon in 1971, there were 727 
students and he stated his aim to grow 
the predominantly white student body to 
a multi-racial community of 20 000 by 
the year 2000. The challenge was great 
because in those days there was a stigma 
attached to technical education, but Dr 
Steyl' s aim was realised through his 
resolve to employ excellent lecturers, to 
produce outstanding graduates and 
through his special strategy of sport. 

The government approved an allocation 
of land for a sports stadium but it was 
too far from the Technikon to be of any 
use, so Dr Steyl approached ISCOR, 
who agreed to swop suitable land which 
was closer. Staff and students had to 
clear trees and scrub themselves before 
building could begin and all the funds 
had to be raised through special efforts 
and donations. When a gym was finally 
built it was equipped with second hand 
equipment. Vaal Technikon sports teams 
spread the name of their educational 
home far and wide across South Africa 
and Dr Steyl' s dream of growth was 
realised. Upon his retirement the sta- 
dium was named in his honour. The 
cover of the December issue of the VUT 
Alumni magazine bears a photo of Dr 
Isak Steyl. 

Isak and his sister Hannah are the last of 
Hans Steyl' s children, a living link with 
Prince Albert's past. We are so glad 
they each knocked at our front door.

front of our library in Church Street, 
and a very colourful drum that has a red 
Dutch Reformed Church and is now 
outside the main church offices in 
Church Street. 

The offenders were now keen, totally 
motivated and requested another two 
drums, which I delivered the next day. 
Several tri-weekly visits followed and I 
collected another two completed mas- 
terpieces: one that is dedicated to Huis 
Kweekvallei and has been placed in 
front of it. The other, depicting a bold 
and handsome Prince Albert in his mili- 
tary uniform and wonderful views of 
the town stands at the entrance to the 
Prison. Nearby, outside the Prison's 
management offices, another drum 
shows views of the town and the Swart- 
berg Pass, a fantastic windmill and 
wishes Prince Albert a "Happy 250 th 
Birthday." 

We then had further talks with the 
prison management and confirmed that 
all the artists were operating on a vol- 
untary basis and that artists should un- 
derstand that their work gave them sat- 
isfaction and pride in themselves and 
their town. When the project resumed, 
the first artists had served their sen- 
tences and other offenders then com- 
pleted a further four drums. One is out- 
side J J Meubels in Adderley Street and 
is very colourful with birds, a variety of 
fruit and a splendid Correctional Ser- 
vices coat of arms. 

Another drum outside a home at 40 
Church Street shows various views of 
leiwater flowing through the town. The 
drum at Albert's Mill is covered with 
wonderful views of the Swartberg Pass 
and ostriches in abundance. 

Congratulations to our Correctional 
Services Department whose coopera- 
tion and involvement not only gave 
their inmates a bit of a 'Prison Break' 
but also gave the town eight new bins. 

As for me, I am still waiting for my 
"Get out of Jail Free" card!

When I was talking to Sheila 
Coutouvidis about getting more 
artists involved in painting our com- 
memorative rubbish bins, she suggested 
that I consider asking the offenders in the 
Prince Albert prison to help with the 
project.

Following our discussions I supplied 
them with a set of artist's painting 
brushes and a large selection of colourful 
artist's acrylic paint. I then visited and 
met with those offenders who had indi- 
cated that they were interested in taking 
part in the drum-painting project. 

I gave the offenders some guidelines, 
pictures and ideas and let them loose to 
do the first two drums. Three weeks and 
several prison visits later I collected two 
completed drums, Bennie Boekwurm en 
die musiek van die leiwater, which is in

In an interview with PARRA, the 
Municipality's Finance Division thanked 
those who have now paid and are paying 
off their accounts. Those residents who 
are behind with payments could make 
arrangements with the Municipality to 
pay overdue balances in instalments. 



PARRA has learnt that the change in the 
due date of accounts by the Municipality 
has had positive results. People are now 
paying their accounts promptly and the 
Municipality's cash flow situation has im- 
proved. 

Proposed Volstruisvlei 
and Golf Course Development 

We have registered as a body, on behalf of 
members, with Sharpies Environmental 
Services (SES) as in Interested & Affected 
Party (I&AP) regarding the above pro- 
posal. The development includes a scheme 
for 66 single residential erven for medium 
income dwellings ('gap housing') on the 
present golf course. And also 174 erven 
situated around a proposed new golf 
course on the town side of the old Water- 
kop development.

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FERNSKLOOF WINES 

Organic Vineyard in the P A Valley

The first thing that strikes you as you 
turn off the main road to the 
Fernskloof wine farm is a beautiful, old 
and gnarled oak tree giving its generous 
shade to a typical Karoo-style homestead. 
The atmosphere is pure tranquillity in the 
Prince Albert Valley. 

Then, as a complete contrast, comes the 
bundle of energy in the form of Diederik 
le Grange as he hurries towards your car. 
This son of the Karoo radiates enthusiasm 
about life and wine and before I can 
gather my thoughts, he guides us across 
the courtyard towards an ancient shed and 
on entering points to a low beam on the 
ceiling and says "Look! Look! Isn't that 
wonderful"? 

At first I see nothing. Then gradually I 
notice the worn indentations on the beam 
that look like thousands of fingers have 
attached themselves to the beam over the 
years. Diederik explains that in the early 
days, winemakers would trample the 
grape harvest in a vast container to extract 
the juice. Since it was quite a slippery 
process, the tramplers would hold onto 
the beam while dancing and chanting. 

I take a moment to recover from the 
rapid-fire of information about organic 
vineyards, terroir and the benefits of dry 
Karoo air, and ask why a wine farm in the 
middle of the Karoo should carry the 
name of Fernskloof. Our host explains 



that the farm Angelierbosch has been in 
the family for six generations but the 
name is a tongue twister, especially for 
foreigners. He points to a mountain on the 
border of the farm. Nearby and inaccessi- 
ble to all but the fittest is a forest of ferns 
that cascade from the steep walls of a cleft 
in the rocks. 

Diederik is no amateur winemaker: he 
learnt his trade the hard way by working 
in vineyards on four continents and spe- 
cifically in Australia, New Zealand, the 
US wine region of Willamette Valley in 
Oregon, Uruguay, and France. Apart 
from the thorough hands-on experience he 
is very knowledgeable about the science 
of wine making, having studied the craft 
at Stellenbosch University. 

As expansive and relaxed as Diederik is as 
he walks us past a long row of beautiful 
oak barrels, he is serious about his passion 
and uncompromising on standards. "On 
the farm there are plantations of Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Pinotage, Merlot, Shiraz and 
Chardonnay. We aim to make organic 
wines of which the styles would be best 
complemented by the climate of the 
Prince Albert Valley." Having enjoyed 
some of his Chardonnay, I think he has 
found the right formula. 

When I suggest that a major problem must 
be to find qualified workers to help him he 
is slightly puzzled. "I believe in the mod- 
ern approach and I give my staff the skills 
they need and room to develop. I encour- 



age them to lead on several aspects and as a 
result we have built something worthwhile 
together". What then is the major challenge 
I wonder aloud. He replies: "To get the 
wines distributed and marketed in a cost 
effective manner, while being a new brand 
and not part of the main hub of the indus- 
try." 

As we taste his slightly chilled, full-bodied 
Pinotage and his Rose wines, we realise that 
he is not just all talk: he delivers what he 
promises. He says he achieves the pure fla- 
vours by interfering as little as possible in 
the maturing of grapes into wine and when 
possible, by not filtering it. But what a sur- 
prise to see him serve a vintage Rose wine 
from a plastic bottle! He counters my raised 
eyebrow by explaining that plastic bottles 
are safer, they keep the wine cooler for 
longer, are easier to handle and transport 
and cost the consumer about half of the 
price of glass bottles. 

As we drive away I cannot help feeling how 
lucky we are to have young, enthusiastic 
and skilled winemakers like him in the Ka- 
roo to add yet one more blessing to the area 
we love.

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George Coutouvidis: 'Painting is like baking bread'

Painting is really like making bread, 
according to George Coutouvidis. 

Just as each loaf responds differently to 
the yeast, the temperature of the kitchen, 
maybe even the time of day it is rising, 
the act of painting is different every day 
and endlessly joyous. 

And Coutouvidis does paint joyously. 
The Mail & Guardian once character- 
ised his style as 'cartoony post- 
modernism'. The phrase presumably 
refers to his outlined figures and 
the way he combines tropes in art and 
politics, always leaving the viewer chor- 
tling and marvelling at his ability to 
marry the two with such confidence and 
success. 

His distinctive style and palette are ren- 
dered in oils and he has several works in 
progress going at once so he can address 
the canvasses that have dried, or devote 
his day to the more pressing allegory. 
I'm told he spends anywhere from a 
month to five years on a painting. 

"I continuously discover new things, " 
he says, showing me a brush many art- 
ists would have thrown away because its 
worn-down bristles, as he demonstrates, 



are perfect for pushing the paint around 
more violently than he might with a 
newer brush. 

His large and quirky studio is strewn 
with old art magazines, newspapers and 
- until they were borrowed but never 
returned - Popular Mechanics. 

"I loved the images in Popular Mechan- 
ics, especially the old editions from the 
sixties," he said. 

One he described showed a 'perfect 
housewife' hosing down her entirely 
plastic house of the future. Another re- 
vealed the unimaginable power of a nu- 
clear device roiling the waters of the 
Pacific and tossing an old German de- 
stroyer around like a bath toy. Funny 
and painfully serious - the same unex- 
pected duet of his paintings. 

He is interested in a broad spectrum of 
topics and subjects, many outside of the 
typical subject matter of artists, and that 
shows in his work. With his gestural 
style he lovingly paints homages to the 
masters (protesting repeatedly that he 
"simply can't paint like they do.") Dela- 
croix, Rembrandt, Goya, Velasquez and 
Vermeer are juxtaposed on his canvasses 
with anything from Disney characters to 
celebrities to images of war, or modern 



socio-political figures. 

He is knowledgeable about mythology, 
legend, film, world events, history and, 
consequently, the jams in which we hu- 
mans repeatedly find ourselves. 

He also collects stuff. Lots of it. 

The yard in front of his studio is a forest 
of found objects on poles - 152 of them - 
that sway and clack and sing in the wind. 
You'll stop and wonder at the old teapots 
and cups (he says he's found scores of 
these with different handles), chair 
springs, rusted tools and shapes of every 
description. He's combined old wheels 
with wires, rebar and even the front- 
end of an old lorry one of his visitors rec- 
ognised. And, perhaps typically, Coutou- 
vidis has even developed a narrative 
speculating that the (many) sardine cans 
with holes punched in them come from 
the English soldiers' mess kits, which they 
may have made sieve-like as a response to 
the tedium and boredom of war. 

A teapot on top of one of the poles - at 
least three metres high - acts as a weather 
vane. Another houses a bird's nest. Back 
inside he's sculpted a 'kudu' out of 
smaller versions of what' s in the yard and 
fashioned 'medals' of war out of Heine- 
ken and snuffbox lids. 

George Coutouvidis began studying art at 
the age of 32 and then taught for nearly 20 
years at his alma mater, Rhodes Univer- 
sity. He had ventured to England after his 
family left East Africa where he met his 
beloved Sheila. They married and joined 
his family in Zimbabwe where they began 
raising Ben before heading to Grahams- 
town where he studied painting and draw- 
ing in charcoal. He and Sheila landed up 
in Prince Albert, where - lucky us - they 
have spent the past decade. 

His paintings don't last long in the gal- 
lery, but you can always see his 'garden'. 
Go by in the morning when he paints, or 
he might be home baking the loaves he 
makes every week that are always a little 
different from the last.

Once at 
the weavery, the skilled women spin the 
wool on hand and electric spinners. The 
group were fascinated by the speed and 
expertise with which the spinners manipu-

lated the thread and the foot pedal at the 
same time. The mohair wool is spun 
onto cones that are fitted to the looms. 
Sophia hand-dyes the wool on the prem- 
ises and is adept at meeting customers' 
requests for unique colours. 

The weavers work on two smaller looms 
for fine weaves used in cushion covers 
and table runners. The five larger looms 
weave Karoo Looms' rugs in various 
colours, designs and sizes. Increasingly, 
rugs are made-to-order and despatched 
countrywide and abroad. Karoo Looms 
is slowly phasing out its production of 
rugs made from sheep's wool that is 
imported from New Zealand, preferring 
to concentrate on weaving and promot- 
ing a local product. Sophia pointed out 
that mohair rugs are easy to maintain 
and keep clean and are virtually imper- 
vious to stains.

Looms. Brent Phillips-White and his 
staff served them tea and scones under 
the pergola behind the building and in 
turn, received compliments for the 
Cafe's prolific vegetable garden. lone 
Auerswald won the lucky draw, a 
leather-bound notebook.

My Argus Experience 




Sylvan Morris at the start of the Argus Cycle Tour 
- Sylvan Morris - 

Sunday morning, 6am, I am fully 
awake. I am so nervous. My dad is 
woken up by my fidgeting around the 
house. He says to calm down and stop 
making so much noise. 

Our starting time is only at lOhOO so we 
have time to go to the beginning of Boyes 
Drive. At 06h30, after eating breakfast 
and wiggling into my cycling shorts we 
go out and wait for the first group of cy- 
clists to zoom past. 

The first thing you hear is the thud of the 
Super Sport helicopter following the first 
group. Then they come into view, buzzing 
like bees. They pass the corner led by 
police motorcycles and followed by their 
support cars. They are a tightly packed 
and multi-coloured bunch. Everyone is 
determined and set on finishing in first 
place. As they fly past I see Chris Jooste. 

At lOhOO, we started to the shout of 
'Whoopla' and cheering. For the first 
11km it was fun, riding along with my 
dad and thousands of other people. Then 
suddenly, as I was speeding down Para- 
dise Road, a man on the right knocked 
over someone else as he fell over and 
their bicycle slid out in front of me. 

My brain slowed down and I could see 
that even though I was braking I would 
never be able to stop in time. As I hit the 
bike, my bike stopped moving and I flew 
over the handlebars. I landed on the back 
of my head then rolled onto my side. I 
remember thanking everyone that I was 



wearing a helmet, though I did acquire two 
bad grazes on my one leg on my arms and 
two numb fingers. 

After 10 minutes of pain I managed to get 
my equipment together, thanks to my dad 
who was 10m behind me before the crash 
and had carried my bike off the street. My 
handlebar bracket was loose, the visor had 
been ripped off my helmet and there were 
two cracks in the back, but other than that 
my bike and helmet were sound enough to 
carry on, so I did. 

In Simon's Town, after 40 km, my dad and 
I were still going strong. Afterwards, I slip- 
streamed a guy up most of 3km to 
Smitswinkel Bay. I stopped at a water point, 
only then did I realise that I had overworked 
myself, but after 10 minutes, I was rested 
enough to carry on. 

Feeling pretty battered, we stopped at each 
water point to rest and recuperate. While we 
cycled through Misty Cliffs we had a won- 
derful cooling breeze, which definitely 
helped ward off the blazing sun. At midday 
it was 39 degrees Celsius! Passing through 
Sun Valley and Noordhoek, you could hear 
people chanting, "Suikerbossie wil jou he." 
One of the features, which have made the 
Argus infamous, is that after 80km of cy- 
cling you still have to climb the two highest 
hills of the race. 

At the bottom of Chapman's Peak Road, my 
dad's legs cramped up and he couldn't carry 
on. So I had to do the last 30km without my 
dad and still had no idea what Suikerbossie 
hill had in store for me. 

I managed to walk-ride up Chappies and 
then cruised down into Hout Bay, ever 
closer to Suikerbossie. At the bottom of 
Suikerbossie, I looked up the gradient and 
shuddered. People were resting in the shade 
on the embankment. Near the top spectators 
were pushing the cyclists the last 100m. 

Luckily, from the top to Camps Bay is 
downhill, allowing me to rest, as I cycled 
through Camps Bay it struck me that I had 
cycled over 100km. 

Suddenly 3km to go and my left calf went 
into spasm. I was able to stretch it out, but 
that left me with only one working leg to 
push myself over the finish line after 6 
hours, 31 minutes and 31 seconds.
